more than half the talk men like to 
have at sea. 
But it was ulways thought 
too hard that tie should never meet the 
rest of us. except to touch hats. aud 
we finally sank into one system.

But tie grew shy. though lie had favor­ 
ites 
I was one. Then tile captain al 
ways asked him to diuner on Monday.

Ills 
brewkfast he ate In hi* own stateroom 
- h e always had a stateroom—which 
was where a sentinel or somebody on 
the watch could see the door.

Sometimes, when the 
mn lines or sailors bai any special Jol 
llficatiou. they were permitted to Invite 
"Blain Buttons,” as they called him 
They called him "Plnin Buttons" be­ 
cause, while he always chose to wear a 
regulation army uniform, be whs not 
permitted ta wear the army button, 
for the reason that it bore either the 
initials or the insignia of the country 
be had disowned. 
I remember soon after I Joined the 
navy. Some one told tile system which 
wa# adopted from tile first about bis 
hooka and oilier reading. 
As hew n* 
almost never permitted to go ou shore, 
even though Hie 'esse! b y in j»<,rt for 
months, iii* time at the D ^if .hiing 
heavy, and everybody was iVrntfttedi 
to lend Ii mr U -U if fhov were not 
published In America and made no al­ 
beston to It. 
Ile lint] almost all the 
foreign papers that came into tile ship 
sooner or later, only somebody must 
go over them first aud cut out any ad­ 
vertisement or stray paragraph that 
el uded to America. 
Phillips told me a 
story of something which happened at 
the C*i>e of flood Hope on Nolan's first 
voyage, aud it is the only tiling I ever 
knew of that voyage. 
Phillips had 
borrowed a lot of English books from 
an otti<*er, which In those day*, a* in 
deed in the-*,, was quite a windfall 
Among them, as the devil woald order. 
was the "Lay of the Last Minstrel.*’ 


wnicn they had all of them heard of. 
but which most of them had never 
seen. 
I think it could not have been 
published long. 
Well, nobody thought 
there could be any risk of anything na­ 
tional In that, so Nolan was permit­ 
ted to join the circle one afternoon 
vvlien a lot of them sat on deck smok­ 
ing and reading aloud. Nolan took the 
book and read to the others, and he 
read very well, as I know. 
Nobody in 
the circle knew a line of the poem, 
only it was all magic and border cliiv- 


I airy and was IO.(XX) years ago. 
Poor 
I No la ii read steadily through tile fifth 
canto, stopped a minute and drank 
something and then began, without a 
thought of what was coming:

That story shows about the time 
when Nolan's braggadocio uiust have 
broken down. 
At first they said he 
took a very high toue, considered his 
imprisonment a mere farce, affected to 
enjoy tile voyage, and all that, but 
Phillips said that after he came out of 
his stateroom he never was the same 
mao again. 
lie never read aloud 
ngaiu unless it was the Bible or Shake­ 
speare or something else he was sure 
of. 
He was always shy afterward 
when I knew him—very seldom spoke 
unless he was spoken to, except to a 
very few friends. 
Ile lighted up occa­ 
sionally, but generally be bad the nerv­ 
ous, tired look of a heart wounded 
man. 
Nolan’s transfer at sea to the W ar­ 
ren was the first of some tvveuty such 
tratfsfers, which brought him sooner 
'tit lite r ihto half onr best vessels, but 
vebHrh kept him all bis life at least 
smile ton*«drcd miles from the country 
IR* hah hoped he might bever hear of 
again. 
It may have been on that second 
cruise— it was once when tie was up 
the Mediterranean—that Mrs. ii raff. 
I he ce Ie brat** I southern beauty of those 
days. danced with him. 
They had 
been a long time in the bay of Naples, 
and the officers frere very Intimate 
In the English fleet, and there had been 
great festivities, and our men thought 
they must give a great ball on board 
the ship. They wanted to use Nolan's 
stateroom for something, ijud they bat 
id to d o It without asking him to the 
tall ay the captain saki they might 
a s hily if they would be responsible 
that he (lid not talk wit ti the wrong 
people, "xv ho would give him Intelli­ 
gence.** 
For la dies they had the fam­ 
ily of the American consul, one or two 
travelers who had ventured so far and 
a nice bevy of English girl# aud ma­ 
trons, |»erUape (.ady Hamilton herself 
As the dancing went on. Nolan and 
our fellows ail got at ease, as I said — 
so much so that it seemed quite natu 
ral for him to bow to that splendid 
Airs. (JrnfT and say: 
"I ho|M» you lie vt not forgotten me. 
.Miss Rutledge. 
.Shall I have the hon 
sr of dancing?" 
lie did it so quickly that Shubrick, 
who was tty him, could not hinder 
Ulm 
She laughed and said: 
*1 nm not Miss Rutledge any longer, 
Mr. Nolan, but I will dance all the 
same," Just uodded to Shubrick as lf 
to say be must leave Mr. Nolan to bel 
and led him off to Hie place where the 
dance was forming. 
Nolan rDought he had got his chance 
He had known her at Philadelphia, 
aud at other places had met her and 
this was a godsend. 
Ile said boldly— 
a little | miie, she said, as she told me 
the story year* after: 
"And what do you hoar from home. 
Mrs. Graff?" 
And that splendid creature looked 
through (lim. 
.love! how sin* must 
have looked through Ulm! "Home!!

And she walked direct 
ly up the deck to her husband and left 
IHMir Nolan alone, as he always was 
Ile did not dunce again 
A happier story than cither of these 
I have told is of tin* war. 
I ii one o f 
the great frigate duels with the Eng­ 
lish, in which tile navy was really hap 
ti zed. it happemd that a round shot 
from tin* enemy entered one of our 
Porte square and took right d o t’ll the 
oitli-er of the gun himself and almost 
every man of Hic gun s crew.
